ADVERTISING TIPS. 


Fame itself Is publicity alone. 

It is not he who is successful that adver- 
tises, but he who advertises that Is suc- 
cessful. 

Let the design of the poster speak for 
itself. Don’t strive for originality that is 
lable to be vague and not readily under- 
stood, but be content with a bold picture 
which illustrates just what your goods are 
for. 


COMMERCIAL ADVERTISERS. 
Poster advertising is the life of business. 
The wording of an advertisement is the 
most essential and life-giving feature unless 
the eye-catching display is more important. 

A sequence of two or three distributors 
over the same route is more Hable to bring 
business than two or three distributors 
over separate districts.

‘the poster is non-partisan. It reaches all 
all political parties and all religious 
denominations. The same can not be said 
oi any other medium 

Advertising may be a theory, but the re- 
sult is substantial, and the advertisement 
that forth the facts in an attractive 
and straightforward manner is that which 
brings the most material returns. 

The world can get along without an ad- 
vertiser. This has been proved so fre- 
quently that there is not the slightest doubt 
about its truth. The point with the adver- 
tiser is that he can not get along without 
the world and the only way he can keep it 
with him is to persist in advertising.—Ex- 
change 

It is a notable fact that space can be pur- 
chased at a discount in many of the leading 
publications at the present time. On the 
other hand, the bill posting business never 
was better in the world; never was there 
as much commercial paper displayed. This 
shows that the commercial advertiser is 
getting his eyes open.

Al G. Field has recently come into pos- 
session of a valuable souvenir and rare 
curiosity in the shape of a program of the 
Cincinnati circus, printed in 1841. The 
bill describes, among other features of the 
performance, the act of Emmitt and 
Brower, one of the first negro specialties 
presented in America, produced by this 
famous team of early day favorites in 
1841, two years before the first minstrel 
company was organized, The Emmitt men- 
tioned on the bill Is Dan Emmitt of 
Dixie’ fame, who recently made a tour 
of the country with the Al G. Field 
Greater Minstrels, and at the advanced age 
of 92 years is spending the evening of his 
life at his home at Mt. Vernon, 0. The 
old program says: ‘‘Dan Emmitt, the banjo 
player, will sing a favorite negro song, 
after which Frank Brower will dance his 
celebrated ‘Virginny’ jig.

Company Memorized His Lines. 


The late Edwin Forrest at one time had 
in his company an actor named Bowes, 
who was a most conscietious worker, but 
whose usefulness was impaired by aphasia, 
which attlicted him generally in some slight 
degree, but which proved especially trouble- 
sume im the production of **Virginius,”’ in 
which he was cast for the part of Numi- 
torius. Bowes usually read his lines ac- 
curately until he came to the scene where 
it is necessary for Numitorius to make him- 
self known by name to Appius Claudius; 
then he couldn't remember who he was. 
In order to help him out Forrest suggested 
that he should memorize some word similar 
in sound to his play name. 

“For instance,’ said the great tragedian, 
“go to the Bible. ‘There is the Book of 
Numbers, the word ‘Number,”’ in its first 
syllable, recalls Numitorius.”’ 

Bowes thankfully accepted the suggestion 
and promised to turn it to good account. 

So when, that very night, Virginia was 
dragged before Appius Claudius, Numitori- 
us, stirred by the cries of his niece, hur- 
ried into the presence of the Decemvirate, 
and the scene proceeded thus: 

Numitorius—Claudius, wherefore 
hoid that maiden by the hand? 

Claudius—Who asks that question? 

Numitorius—l, her uncle, Deuteronomy.

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SCHOOL 


Where Looping-the- Loop is Taught. 


A school has been established at Fair 
view. N. J., for the purpose of giving in 
structions in the cycle aet called looping 
the-loop. ‘The St. Louis Post Dispatch de- 
scribes the institution as follows: 

There are two startling inclines at Fair 
view One, for the freshest of the fresh 
men, ends on the ground. ‘To begin with, 
two tutors take the futvre Diavolo ten feet 
up the tirst incline The men brace thet 
feet against the blocks, hold very young 
Diavelo’s wheel, help him to mount. -tet 
him go 

Before he arrives at the incline’s foot the 
pupil thinks those ten feet ten miles. If, 
in his lightning descent, he proves he has 
grit and can command his wheel, his in 
structors take him ten feet higher up the 
steep hill and—let him go. 

If he is tit and fleet, he survives. He 
must practice from the height of twenty 
feet again and again and again. Then he is 
started from thirty feet, then from forty, 
then from the top of the incHne until he 
proves to Mr. Presecott’s satisfaction that 
he can attempt to loop the loop without 
gratifying Fairview’s expectant undertaker 

It should be noted that the wheel any 
Diavolo rides is specially built for the pur 
pose The foree that whirls him, head 
down, around within the loop would rend 
an ordinary bicycle The fact is that in 
the actual circling of the loop Diavolo is 
utterly helpless, a power infinitely greater 
than his will possesses him He then has 
no will; he has only a wheel His only 
exercise of will is to keep straight his 
wheel. On the approaching incline he has 
time to think, to will. On the incline after 
leaving the loop he again has time to think. 
and there is his greatest danger. 

Hie must not be glad that he has looped 
the loop; he must not imagine that he has 
passed his greatest danger; he must not let 
a muscle quiver else he fails 

If he so proves his nerves he doffs his 
padded armor and puts on silks and goes 
forth to the circus with blaring band and 
its huge, trembling, applauding audience

NOT A DREAM. 

Comfortably ensconced in a_ reclining 
chair, at the front door of the Walter L 
Main Show, Wednesday last, while at As- 
bury Park, slept Superintendent Danny 
Fitzgerald. Perhaps he dreamed of the ad 
vance in the price of coal, perhaps he 
thought of the show's success, but one 
thing he never dreamed or thought of, and 
that was what “came off’ a few minutes 
later. Treasurer Warren A. Patrick and 
Superintendent of Canvas John Purcell cut 
short his dreams and thoughts, as they sud- 
denly aroused him and hurried him through 
the menagerie into the big top. He was not 
thoroughly awake until he heard Carl Neal 
and his band play ‘“‘Hail to the Chief,’’ ana 
he rubbed his eyes and saw the entire force 
of show employes ranged on the reserved 
chairs, and himself being led to the ele 
vated platform. He looked appealingly to 
Mr. Patrick, anxious to be “tipped off.” 
His reply came from Mr. Patrick in a neat 
little speech, well delivered, in which he 
told Danny how well he was thought of by 
everyone around the show, and how anxious 
they were to show it in a little token. At 
the conelusion of the speech, Mr. Patrick 
handed Danny a 4% carat diamond stud, 
purchased by the circus attaches. Danny 
was awake now, and for once at a loss as 
to ‘‘where he was at.’ In a second “he 
was there,’’ and in accepting it did so in 
well-chosen words, but his every motion 
showed how deeply he appreciated the gift 
As he accepted it, the big top fairly rang 
with cheers for Danny, the Governor, Mr 
Patrick and everyone else. Carl Neal tried 
to have his band heard as they p'ayed 
‘He’s a Jolly Good Fellow,” but it was not 
until the cheering had subsided and every- 


body was shaking hands with somebody 
else.. 

After the presentation an elegant dinner 
was served in the cook tent. 


CROP REPORT. 

Following is the Agricultural Department 
weekly summary of crop conditions: 

As a whole, the weather conditions east 
of the Rocky Mountains have not been 
favorable, being too cool ‘in the northern 
districts eastward of the Missouri Valley, 
with too much moisture in portions of the 
central valleys, while excessively hot in the 
Southern States, with drought of greater or 
less severity generally throughout the cot- 
ton belt. Although cool, the conditions 
were fairly favorable for maturing crops in 
the Ohio Valley and over the southern por 
tion of the Middle Atlantic States, as well 
as on the Pacific Coast. 

Corn js greatly in need of warm, dry 
weather throughout the northern portion of 
the corn belt, where the abnormally cool 
weather of the past two weeks has greatly 
retarded its maturity. 

Over the southern portion of the corn belt 
an excellent crop of early corn is practical 
ly assured In portions of lowa and Cen 
tral Illinois corn has badly lodged as a re- 
sult of local storms. Spring wheat harvest 
is unfinished in the northern portion of the 
Red River Valley, where it has been inter- 
rupted by frequent showers, which have 
also seriously interfered with stacking and 
thrashing. Sprouting and rotting in stack 
and shock are reported from commanding 
Southern Minnesota. Thrashed wheat is 
damp and discolored. 

Harvest is about three-fourths finished in 
Oregon, and will be completed in Washing 
ton during the present week, with yields 
about the average, though less than ex- 
pected in Washington. 

A decisive deterioration in the condition 
of cotton is reported generally throughout 
the central and western portions of the 
cotton belt, as well as over a large part of 
the eastern districts. The most favorable 
reports are from the Carolinas. In North 
Carolina the condition of the crop con 
tinues very promising, although the preva- 
lence of rust is widespread. On stiff soils 
in South Carolina new growth is blooming 
and fruiting. but on sandy soils rust, shed 
ding and rpemature opening are prevalent 
Throughout the central and western dis 
tricts, with the exception of Northern Mis 
sissippi and portions of Oklahoma and In- 
dian Territory, where the crop is doing 
well, the reports indicate a decided decline 
in its condition, rust, shedding and prema 
ture opening being general In Texas the 
deterioration has been pronounced, and un 
der the most favorable future weather con- 
ditions in excess of the average is improb- 
able 

The week has been very favorable for 
cutting and curing tobacco, and the crop 
has been generally improved, although it 
will be short in Kentucky and portions of 
Tennessee, Virginia and Maryland. ‘The 
outlook for apples in New York is more 
favorable, and slightly improved prospects 
are reported from Ohio and Northern Iili- 
nois. A good crop is indicated in Kansas, 
Michigan and New England, and a fair 
crop of some varieties In lowa and portions 
of Missouri In many important apple 
states, however, a light crop is promised. 

It has been too dry for favorable progress 
with plowing for fall seeding in portions 
of the Middle Atlantic States, lake region 
and Oklahoma: elsewhere the reports indl- 
cate that this work has made favorable ad 
vancement. 


INDUSTRIAL REPORT. 

An era of prosperity is generally predic- 
ted which is to be sullied only by the strug- 
gling back to the normal status of the hard 
coal or anthracite regions. All other In- 
dustries are flourishing, and the records are 
more hope inspiring than they have been 
for several years past. For example: Geo. 
E. Roberts, director of the mint, has issued 
the final estimate of the production of god 
and silver in the United Sttes during 101. 
There were produced 3,805,500 ounces of 
gold, valued at $78, 666,700, a decrease of 
$504,300, or 0.356 per cent, as compared 
with the vield of 1900. Ten of the nineteen 
States and Territories yielding gold showed 
an increased production—California leading 
with $1,075,200, an increase due entirely 
to the normal development of the mining 
industry. 

The silver yield amounted to 565,215,000 
ounces of the commercial value of $33,128, 
400, which was 2,433,000 ounces, or 5 per 
cent, less than it was In 1900. The greatest 
gain—1,423,200 ounces—was in Utah, almost 
all of which came from the Park City dis- 
rict 

A number of prominent men have banded 
themselves together for the avowed purpose 
of promoting the commercial relations of 
the United States and China, and of ex- 
ploiting the products of each in the other. 
The capital stock of the company has been 
fixed at $1,000,000 gold, of which $135,000 
has been subscribed, each of the nine incor- 
porators subscribing for $15,000 of the 
stock.

Anton Lang, the Christus of the Ober- 
ammergau passion play, and Matilda Rutz. 
daughter of the blacksmith of the village of 
Oberammergau, and participant in the play, 
were married Ang. 25. 

Mr. Nat S. Smith, manager of the Clyffe 
side Park Casino. Ashland, Ky., and Miss 
Alene Logan, of Kilgore. Ky., were married 
at Ironton. Aug. 19. The groom is from 
Newport, Ky. He has been a big success 
as manager of the Park Casino. He is also 
manager of the Craven Opera House at Al- 
liance, O. 


OBITUARY. 


Geo. Lea, the well-known showman and 
theatrical manager, latterly of Port Jervis, 
N. Y., died in that town recently. 

James Doel, England's oldest actor, died 
suddenly Aug. 29, at his residence in Ply- 
mouth. He was born in 1804. His first ap- 
pearance on the stage was in 1820, and his 
last ten years ago, at a benefit performance. 

Geo. W. Dehaven, aged sixty-five, a pion- 
eer showman and proprietor, who is said to 
have been one of the first to introduce 
Roman hippodrome races into his_perfor- 
mances, died at Cedar Rapids, Mich., Aug. 
27. He was buried at Polo, Ill. 

Samuel Pryor, father of Arthur Pryor, the 
famous trombone player with Sousa’s Band, 
and himself a veteran bandmaster and or- 
chestra leader, being well known and very 
popular as the oldest orchestra leader in 
the State of Missouri, died recently at St. 
Joseph, Mo., after an illness of many 
weeks, 

Ada Gray, who for many years played 
the leading part in “East Lynne,”’ died in 
New York, Aug. 27, at the age of 60 years. 
Miss Gray first became known to the pro- 
fession as a member of a stock company 
in Albany, N. Y. She later became associ- 
ated with ‘‘East Lynne,”’ in which her suc- 
cess was so great that she remained identi- 
fied with it throughout the balance of her 
professional career. 

Mrs. Annie Langan, aged fifty-three years, 
died from a complication of diseases at her 
late residence in Chicago, on Aug. 19. The 
deceased was the mother of the ‘‘Langan 
Children,’ musical artists; also the mother 
of Arthur Langan, professionally known as 
Art Adair, now with Forepaugh-Sells’ Cir 
eus. Mrs. Langan had been in show busi 
ness some years ago as manager for the 
children, and played most all of the prin- 
cipal houses in the States and Canada, but 
had retired in order to give the children a 
good education. She had a host cf friends 
in the business, who, no doubt, will mourn 
her loss. Four sons and one daughter sur- 
vive her.
